An inhaling device consisting of a con- 
tainer of suitable shape and material, at 
the upper end of which there is a com- 
paratively wide aperture adapted to be 

iO closed iby a screw cover, whereas the lower 
end is provided with an air-tight closable 
capillary. For this piu-pose a rubber 
disc provided with a central bore is 
inserted in the screw closing cap. 

15 Through this bore a hollow piston closed 
at the outer end and. open at the inner 
end, extends. The piston rod is provided 
laterally with slots in such a manner that 
these are closed by the rubber disc after 

*0 the piston has ibeen slipped into the 
inhaler, but are exposed when the piston 
is pulled out.. The inside of the con- 
tainer is adapted to hold the medicament 



which may ibe in th§ fj>rm of surgical tow, 
cotton wool or the like, soaked with a 25 
suitable preparatipn f,or the relief of nose 
and throat ailments, or the prevention of 
common colds, hay-fever or other diseases 
of the respiratpry track. When the 
medicament is inhaled through the nose go 
or mouth air can flow in through the 
capillary, thus enabling a strong draught 
to ibe obtained and thereby facilitE^ting 
the healing effect. The capillary has the 
special advantage that whilst it .allows 35 
the aiv to flow through the container, it 
does not permit the medicament; to. escape - 
owing to its narrow qross-seption. The 
object of the invention is to provide, a 
simple, compact and inexpensive appli- 40 
ance vtrhich can Ibe carried Iby the. user- and 
utilised as a medicated inhaler when- 
ever desired.

in what manner the same is to be per- 
formed to be particularly described and 
go ascertained in and by the following state- 
ment : — 

This invention relates to an Improved 
mouth or nasal medicament inhaler, the 
chief object being the provision of a 
simple, compact and inexpensive device 
of this character, which can Ibe carried, 
for instance, in the pocket of the user. 

Another oibject is the provision of an 
inhaler device in which, when not in use, 

go the medicament therein is maintained, in 
an improved manner, positively out of 
contact with the atmosphere. It may Ibe 
here stated that in connection with 
apparatus for facilitating the inhalation 

65 of medicated vapour, it has previouslv. 
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been proposed to close each end of a 
hollow body, having a centrally located 
mouth piece, by a handle having a longi- 
tudinally extending opening therein 
adapted to be retained normally closed by i^O 
a valve member carried Iby one end of a 
spring pressed rod positioned within the 
opening, the other end of each rod having 
an operating part which extends out-- 
wardly of the handle. .75 

According to the invention there ,18 
provided an inhaler comprising a hollow 
body portion for the reception of a 
medicament, a removaible closure member, 
for each end thereof, one of the said mem- 80 
bers enclosing a nozzle which perves as 
a mouth-piece or nose-piece, the other 
member having .valve means associated, 
therewith to open jor close the body por- 
tion to the atmosphere, wherein the 85 
valve means is mounted within an ojien- 
ing in a seating . arranged within, the 
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respective closure member, and is 
movaible relatively thereto by. an operat- 
ing portion extending outwardly of tbe 
closure memlber. 
5 Otlier features of the invention are 
liereinafter described and set fortb in tbe 
claims. 

Tbe invention will now ibe described by 
way of example with, reference to the 
10 accompanying drawing, in which : — 

Pigure 1 is an elevation, of the inhaler, 
Eigure 2 is a longituduial section 
thereof, showing the valve means in 

■ closed position, 
15 Kgure 3 is a sectional elevation show- 
ing the valve means in open position, 

Figure 4 is a sectional view of a modi- 
fied form of valve means, and 
; Figure 5 is a sectional view of a further 
.20 form of valve means. 

Referring -to Figures 1 to 3 of the 
drawings, the reference numeral 1 
indicates a hollow body portion, open at 

■ each end for the reception of a suitable 
25 medicament which may be in the form of 

surgical tow, cotton wool or the like 
soaked with an appropriate preparation 
for the relief of nose and throat ail- 
ments, or for the prevention of common 
30 colds, hay-fever or other diseases of the 
respiratory tract. The body portion 1 
may Ibe of any convenient cross-sectional 
shape and formed of any suitable material 
such as, for instance, glass. One end of 
"5 the body 1 is of tapered form as shown at 
3 to provide an inhaling nozzle or part, 
which end is provided with a closure 
member or cap 3, which, as shown in the 
drawing, is screw threaded to engage 
40 screw threads on the tapered part 2. The 
cap 3 is preferably provided with a disc 
of rubber, cork or the like 3a to seal the 
«nd of the nozzle 3 when the device is not 
in use. The other end of the body 1 is 
provided with a closxire member or cap 
. ;■ 4 which may be in screw-threaded co- 
operation with'fhe said end of the body 1 
in a manner similar to the member 2. 
The closure member 4 is provided with a 
^ rubber or like seating which may be in 
the form of a disc 5, having an opening 
therethrough for the reception of a 
tubular valve member 6, the end of the 
closure member 4 being provided with an 
opening to correspond with the opening 
- : in the disc 6. The valve member 6 is 
open at the inner end and closed at the 
outer end thereof and is provided with 
openings 7 of convenient shape, for 
"0 instance, they may be circular as shown, 
or they may be of elongated or other 
form. These openings in the member 6 
are so positioned therein ihat when the 
member 6 is in its innermost position 
none of the openings are exposed to the 



atmosphere, as "w^iU be seen from Figure 
2j which shows certain of the openings 7 
closed or sealed by the disc 5 whilst the 
opening or openings nearer to the open 
end of the member 6 is or are within the 
body part 1 and are, thccfore, not 
exposed to the atmosphere. In Figure 3, 
the memlber 6 is shown as being in its 
outermost position with all of the open- 
ings 7 exposed to the atmosphere. „_ 

It will be appreciated, when the caps 3 
and 4 are in position on the body portion 
1 of the inhalei-, and the valve means is 
closed as shown in Figures 1 and 2, that 
the ' device is effectively sealed and the 
medicament therein is maintained out of 
contact with the atmosphere when the 
device is not in use and that when it is 
desired to employ the device as an inhaler 
the cap 3 is removed and the valve means ok 
opened or withdrawn as shown in Figure 
3, to permit a current of air to- flow 
through the device. : 

According to the modification shown in 
Figure 4, the valve means inay be in the qq 
form of a spring pressed valve stem 8 
slidalble within an aperture 9 in a rubber 
or like seating such as a disc 5a. The 
stem 8 is provided with a valve head 10 to 
seat on the disc 5a. In this form the cap 
member 4 is provided with convenient 
means such as an apertured member 11, 
which will permit air to flow uhrough the 
body part 1 when the head 10 is dis- 
engaged from its seating, the cap 5a £00 
being also apertured to allow of this. As 
shown in Figure 4, the valve spring 
indicated at 13 is housed in the member 
11, which member 11 and the cap meniber 
4, form abutments for the spring 13. In 
Figure 5, there is indicated a rotary form 
of valve operable from the side of the 
device and comprising a stem member 13 
having an aperture 14 therein adapted in 
the position for use to communicate with jjq 
the atmosphere by way of an opening 15 
in a rubber or like disc 5b, and an open- 
ing 16 in the cap 4, whilst in the other or 
out of use position, the opening 15 is 
closed upon rotation of the stem 13 jjg 
through 90 degrees by means of a finger 
piece 17. Stops 18 such as portions 
punched up from the cap 4 may be 
employed to limit the movement of the 
member 13 by engaging the finger piece ^20 
17 in one or both directions of movement 
thereof. 

Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
tion and in what manner the same is to 125^ 
be performed, I declare that what I claim 

1. A mouth or nasal medicament 
inhaler, comprising a hollow body portion 
for the reception of the medicament, a 1^ 



removable closure memlber for each, end 
thereof, one of the said members enclos- 
ing a nozzle wbicli Berves as a mouti,- 
piece or nose-piece, the other member 

5 having valve means associated therewith 
to open or close the body portion to the 
atmosphere, wherein the valve means is 
mounted within an opening in a seating 
arranged within the respective closure 

"10 member, and is movable relatively there- 
to by an operating portion extending out- 
wardly of the closure memlber. 

2. An inhaler according to Claim 1 or 
2 wherein the valve means comprise a 

^5 hollow memlber having an opening or 
openings therein and mounted for sliding 
movement within the seating. 

3. An inhaler according to Claim 1 or 
2, wherein the valve means, comprise a 
valve stem having a valve head thereon 
adapted to be retained resiliently in seal- 
ing engagement with, the seating. 

4. An inhaler according to Claim 1 or 



2, wherein the valve means comprise a 
rotatable member adapted to be moved 25 
into or out of sealing engagement with 
the seating. 

5. An inhaler according to any of the 
preceding Claims, wherein the seating is 
formed of rubber or the like and is 30 
arranged within the closure member so as 

to engage the respective end of the hollow 
ibody portion. 

6. A mouth or nasal medicament 
inhaler having the parts thereof con- 36 
structed, ' arranged and adapted to operate 
substantially as hereinbefore described' 
with reference to any of the examples 
shown in the accompanying drawings.
